Washington, December 2.—Senetor Cul- 
lom today introduced a bili t) amend the 
Sherman anti-trust law. It p:ohibits in- 
terstate commerce in articlés »roduced by 
trusts, the penalty for violations being a 
fine of from $500 to $5,000. 

The bill authorizes tae attorney general 
or any district attorney to mak applica- 
tion to the federa} judges for the sum- 
moning of persons before them to answer 
questions as to material violations of the 
anti-trust law in advance of the trial of 
a case, and requires the judges to issue 
orders for the appearance of such persons 
upon this application. In such cases wit- 
nesses are to be protected against prvuse- 
cution on account of their revelacions, 
but taey are to be deprived of the right 
to refuse to answer because of seif-cri1m- 
ination. Annual reports are required to 
be made by all persons, firms or curpora- 
tions engaging in interstate coimimerce. 
There are to be filed with the interstate 
commerce commission and taey ars to be 
subject to the scrutiny of tac attorney 
gencral, but not of the general public. 
The attorney general is authorized to ep-

Berlin, December 2—The published 
Venezuela amounted to $15,000,000 is, the 
correspondent of the Associated Press is 
informed, incorrect. While the German 
government is not yet ready to publish 
the details of its demands, the papers say 
the total is about $2,000,000. 

President Castro represents to Germany 
that Venezuela has little credit abroad: 
that the country is just emerging from a 
civil war, during which planting and in- 
dustry were partially ruined, and that, 
therefore, no matter how much Venezuela 
may desire to satisfy tmmediately the 
claims against her, it is obviously impos- 
sible. Hence an agreement on the sub- 
ject must provide for deferred payments. 
The seizure of the customs houses there 
by depriving the government of an im- 
portant means to administer the country, 
would add to the internal distress and 
disorder. : 

While President Castro's proposals are 
not disclesed, there is reason to believe 
that they include the emission of ponds 
at a moderately high rate of interest, 
with some sort of a guarantee that if 
the interest or the installments of the 
principal are defaulted, certain Venezue- 
lan customs houses may be taken over by 
Germany. Nothing is Known here of the 
plans of Isaac N. Seligman, of New York. 
for floating a Venezuelan loan. He has 
not approached this government in the 
matter.

At International Health Con- 
gress Hill Refers’ To 
Roosevelt.as Hunter. 


Washington, December %»—The- first in- }- 
ternational sanitaty eonfererice of re- 
publics convened today. The governments 
of Mexico, Cuba, Chile, Costa Rica, Sal- 
-vador, Honduras and the United States 
Was represented by the delegates. The 
conference is the outgrowth. of the inter- 
national, meeting held a year ago in the 
City of Mexico. Quarantine and sanita- 


.tion matters generally are to be discussed 


and whatever measures are adopted to 
improve existing. systems. will be con- 
sidered by an international sanitary 
bureau before the assembling of the next 
‘annual conference. The sessions today: 
were mostly devoted to welcoming ad- 
dresses and organization. , 

Ambassador Aspiroz, of Mexico, and 
Minister Quesada, of Cuba, are present. 
Dr. Walter Wyman, surgeon general of 
the marine hospital service; called the 
conference to order. 

Dr. Wyman spoke of. the closer affilia- 
tion of the American republics along san- 
itary lines, and said the motto of: the 
j present gathering should be health, clean- 
liness, intellect and morals. 

Secretary Shaw said he remembered 
“when it was the physicians’ aim to cure 
disease: now it.is to prevent the spread 
of disease.” 

Assistant Secretary Hill, speaking for 
the state department, said that closer con- 
tact is needed between the American re- 
publics. 

“T hope,” he added, “that the day ‘ts 
forever past when the difficulties between 
the American republics shall have to be 
settled by force of arms. The three 
Americas are’ sufficient unto themselves, 
and while we want; closer relations of 
other nations, it is significant that we 
have all that we need.” 

Dr. Hill pointed of that disease ig an 

enemy that threatens to destroy us, and 
that man has exterminated: the grosser 
enemies. “Bears, for in- 
stance,” he added, “‘have been so_com- 
pletely’ exterminated that the president of 
the United States on a recent hunting trip 
was unable to find any of them and was 
obliged ‘to return to the white house with- 
out a shot.”

She Has Given Many Evidences of 
Insanity Since Her Incarcera- 
tion in Savannah—Pawn- 
broker May Be Pros- 
ecuted.

There seems no reason to doubt that Ma- 
mie DeChrist, known far and wide as ‘‘the 
diamond queen,” is mentally unbalanced. 
The belief is general that the woman will 
never be convicted of the theft of the. 
jewels, although she frankly confesses. 
her guilt, as she hag given so many evi- 
dences of insanity. In her home at Thun- 
derbolt Mrs. DeChrist, the mother of the 
anne under arrest, was seen this morn- 
ng 

“IT think Mamie is crazy,” said Mrs. De- 
Christ, “she always was different from 
the other girls. She has never acted just 
like any’ one expected her to. Why, she 
denies that I am her mother, and says 
she has not a mother living.’ I cannot 
understand. Any one that knows the 
famfly‘ knows that it is not so. She al- 
ways had a taste for fine things and 
wanted to appear better than she was. 

Two of her sisters, or, as she claims, 
her step-sisters, visited Miss DeChrist at 
the barracks, Che of tue sisters after- 
ward said: * 

“She would not talk sities to us, but 
she cried a good’ deal, She asked us not 
to tell mother anything about it, because 
it would hurt her. [-do not know wheth- 
er she is crazy or not. I do not see how 
& crazy person could do what she did. 
She was different from the rest of us and 
has not had much to do with us for a 
long time.”’ 

The prisoner is kept in the second story 
of the station house in the barracks yard, 
in the northeast ftoom. There she has 
been supplied with the nécessaries and 4 
few comforts. “Books and magazines have 
been provided for her, which she says 
she appreciates, as she is a great reader.

Senate Passes hl Proving Pu

‘Measure, However, Is Inactive So Far 
as Incorporated Towns and Cities 
Are Concerned—Lively De- 
bate Occurred Qver 
Passage of Bill.

For three hours yesterday morning the 
upper house of the general assembly was 
in busy session and during tnat time 
forty-one bills—the majority of them be- 
ing local house measures—were. passed, 
while any number of measures were read 
for a first and second time. Four new 
bills were introdficed and were referred 
to appropriate committees. 

The senate had its first real debate over 
the passage of the bill by Senator Sweat, 
of the fifth district, to’make it punishable 
by a fine of not more than $50 or a sen- 
tence of not more than sixty days On the 
public works for anyone guilty of being 
intoxicated and disorderly on any public 
street or taoroughfare in the state Out- 
side of incorporated towns and cities. In

Ha 
Stated that if it became a law many of 
tae cases made mignt ‘be transferred 
from the recorder’s or mayor's enurt to 
the city, county, and superior courts and 
that these tribunals would be overrun 
with trials of that character. Senator 
Skelton defended the object of the bill 
by saying it was the duty. of legislators 
to take a position against evildoers and 
Pnot with them. 

‘We should enact laws taat tend to up- 
lift tae morals and advance the civiliza- 
tion of the state,” said he. ‘I am not In 
favor of this bill in its present shape, but 
I. will support tt if that part which re- 
lates to incorporated towns and cities is 
stricken. Such places now have ordi- 
nances for the protection of their citizens, 
but it is the unprotected districts in the 
country. that I contend snould be given 
every, possible protection.”’ 

At this point Senator Perry introduced 
an/amendment to the bill stipulating that

Spoke for the Bill. 

Senator Park posed the bill. Senator 
Atkinson made a\ringing speech in favor 
of the ‘measure and said he was surprised 
at the apologies he had aeard from those 
who were against the bill.

London, : November 22.—It is hard to 
Say “whether the most remarkable ‘thing 
about the trial of Mrs. Penruddocke for 
cruelty: to. her 7-year-old child, « which 
came to an end yesterday, was the unique 
Series of tortures which were inflicted 
upon the little girl, or the fact that the 
mother “who devised them was a waman 
of nigh social position and not a vixen 
of the slums, At any rate, the affair will 
rank as one of the most extraordinary 
cases of ill-treatment of a child that ever 
hava been recorded. 

Testifying in court before a jury, little 
Connie Penruddocke declared that ‘“‘Mum- 
my’’ had systematically tortured her by 


f 


thrashing her with netiles, by making her 
Stand on one leg in a tree for‘hours'‘at a 
time, by forcing her to eat mlistard and 
pepper and by obliging her to rtin about 
scantily clothed out of doors when it 
was raining. 

Mrs. Annie E. Penruddocke, whom her 
little daughter accused of il-treating her 
in this way, is the wife of a rich Wilt- 
Shire land owner and magistrate, who 
was formerly a member of parliament. 
She is 39, and appeared in court stylishly 
dressed. Mrs. Penruddocke has six chil- 
dren, but her daughter Connie, aged 7, is 
the only one whom she ever has ill- used. 
The charge against her was brought by 
the Society for Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, which was informed by a nurse 
who had-been in the Penruddocke's serv- 
ice and who had protested against Con- 
nie’s mother’s severity with her. 

Mrs. Penruddocke says that she punish-

One of the many nurses formerly 
in- the Wiltshire “lady’s” service,..whom 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children found only too willing to tes- 
tify against her, state] that she had seen 
the mother knock the. little girl down by 
striking her in the face with her clench- 
ed fist. Others swore that Mrs. Pen- 
rudd .cke several times had expressed her- 
Self indifferent, whether Connie lived or 
died. f 
- Once, when she had been told that her 
daughter had been riding a donkey and 
that her brother had held her oni its back, 
the mother remarked that it was a pity 
the child had not fallen off and broken 
her neck, and ordered her son not to 
hold Connie on again. Miss Wright, one 
of the child's former governesses, testi- 
fied in court that Mrs. Penruddocke had 
told her to put the little girl to bed in 
a room next to one which was occupied 
by another of the children who had 
measies. When she reped that fhere 
would be danger of Con@ie’s catching 
tne disease, the mother replied: ‘So 
much the better. She will be done with, 
then.’’ 

Mrs. Penruddocke. did not state in court 
whether or not she had derived the exact 
suffering which she inflicted on her 7- 
year-old daughter from °. Chavasse's 
book. 

If she did not this aristocratic woman

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with cutting off most of her child's hair 
immediately a chance visitor to the Comp- 
ton park, the family's luxurious home, had 
praised it, she tried a string around what 
was left of it and fastened it to the girl's 
shoulder in such a way that her head 
was held in a painful position. She once 
put a wasp down her ehild’s back, She 
rubbed her face with nettles. She beat 
her. 

A. doctor, called as a witfiess, reported 
that he had examined Connie and found 
fifteen large welts, besides mumerous evi- 
dences of severe pinching, on her flesh. 


Ate the Dog’s Food. 

Sometimes Connie had nothing but one 
potato for dinner. One day, half-starved, 
she ate the food tnat ,nad been teft for 
the dog. 

The trial of the case against Mrs. Pen- 
ruddocke has aroused intenge feeling and 
the court room. where it is being held has 
been crowded with fashionable people. 
The appearance of Connie Penruddocke 
hérself to testify against her mother 
made a great sensation. The little gol- 
den haired girl was quiet and sad-faced. 
She volunteered no inform@afgion, but an- 
swered the questions put her careful- 
ly and the cross-examination of Sir Ed- 
ward Clarke, one of the sharpest law- 
yers in the country, could not shake her 
testimony. 

Made to Pay a Fine. 
The jury’s verdict convicted Mrs, Pen- 


ruddocke with ill-treatment, but-not witn*® 


neglect. She was sentenced to pay a 
fine of $250 and obliged to agvee that Con- 
nie .should be placed at -once in other 
hands, where she will be sure of kind 
treatment. Mr. Penruddocke, the honored 
J. P., was censured geverely for allowing 
such cruelty to be practiced in his house. 

In vivid contrast to this ‘‘cénsure’’ of 
the affluent magistrate comes the sentence 
which a London judge pronounced on the 
same day upon two poor men, a small 


Major Glenn Charged with Ordering 
Execution of Treacherous Na- 
tive Guider—“Hellroarer’’ 
Jake Smith May Be 
a Witness. 


Manila, December 2.—Orders have been 
received. from Washington directing that 
Major Edward F- Glenn, of'the Fifth in- 
infantry, shall be put on trial a second 
time for alleged cruelty committed during 
the Samar campaign. Major Glenn is 
charged with having ordered the execu- 
tion of several native guides for mislead- 
ing the American column sent against the 
enemy’s stronghold. 


Major Glenn himself reported ‘the inci- 


dent, which has been the subject-of an 
extensive inquiry for several 
past. Major General Chaffee ordered two 
investigations to be made by Inspector 
General Colmore and Major Watts, who 
made inquiries. General Chaffee forward- 
ed their reports to Secretary Root before 
he relinquished his command, and without 
making any recommendation. Secretary 
Root now orders General Davis to formu- 
late chatges against. Major Glenh and 
convene a court martial. 

Major Glenn is now commanding a post 
at Bamabang, district of Pangasinan, Lu- 
zon, and he was today ordered to hold 
himself in readiness to appear here for 
trial.

Prospects are good for Dublin’s securing 
another railroad very soon. Gentlemen 
who are interested in the Georgia Shin- 
gle Company, which operates a large

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LACK. OF COAL 
CLOSES SCHOOL 


Brooklyn Children Turned 
Away—No Hope of 
Relief. 


New York, December 2.—(Special.)—Two 
public schools have been closed for lack 
of coal. The official weather prophet 
promises heavy rains today, to be followed 
by cold, snappy weather, and a score or 
more of schools. will be obliged to close 
their doors against 40,000 children. 

There is no prospect that the present 
scarcity of coal will be relieved’ to any 
appreciable extent. Dealers are now charg- 
ing anywhere from~$7.50 to $19 a ton, and 
are: unable .to deliver more ‘than 1 ton to 
each consumer. 

The prospects are that the price will 
not go below $7.50 this winter. It will be 
a long time before the dealers are able 
to catch up with their orders. They do 
not expect to be able to supply the de- 
mand at any time during the winter. 

One hundred and fifty of the pyplic 
schools hdve only a few days’ supply of 
coal on hand, and when this is exhausted 
the schools will have to be closed unless 
an unexpected supply is received from the 
coal mines. 

The schools already closed are No. 9, a 
grammar school at Vanderbilt avenue and 
Sterling place, accommodating 1,080 pupils, 
tnd No. 77, in Second avenue, which has 
2,000 pupils. Both are in Brookklyn. It is 
expected that the school authorities in 
‘the event of a cold snap will close even 
the schools having a small supgly of coal, 
it being the desire to make the coal last 
as jong a8 possible. 


| STRIKE, SITUATION THE SAME 


Only Change at Marseilles Is for the 
. Worst. 

Marseilles,’ December 2.—Thé only 
change in the strike situation has been 
for the worse, although no. disturbance 
has occurred. Work at the docks has al- 
most ceased, as the crews of the tugs 
have joined the strikers and the move- 
ment of foreign vessels is difficult.

Refunding of City Bonds.

dicate that it can be produced in large 
quantities of uniform high’grade. Only 
a small amount of this Jeaf “has been 
grown this year. 

Samples have been submitt to leaf 
dealers and brokers in New 
Philadelphia. They say it is a Cuban 
leaf, with the characteristic aroma. of 
the Cuban product. The department Will 
send two survey parties to Texas the 
first of January-to prosecute the survey 
of the area containing this. soil, and will 
enlarge the party of tobacco experts so 
that fifteen or twenty acres of tobacco 
sha be grown under government super- 
vision, thus producing a sufficient quan- 
tity to be handled on a commercial scale. 
This will be sithmitte? to the leaf deal- 
ers and manufacturers for options of the 
commercial value of the crop before.anv 
encouragement is given to Texas grow- 
ers.”

mittee yesterday. The committee is com- 
posed-of~ Messrs. Jones, of Dougherty, 
chairman: Ridley, of Troup; Kelly, of 
Glascock;; Brown, of Houston; Womble, 
of Upson, and. Rogers, of Hall. 

The: report makes a° most excellent 
showing for the college. The visit was 
madé on Friday, November 21, and the 
committee took in every feature of the 
institution. “It unnesitatingly recomntends 
an appropriation of $20,000 for a.new dor- 
mitory..and recitation vuilding. ‘The com- 


mittee‘says in part: 

“The- government and discipline seems 
to be pérfect without the slightest ap- 
pearance. of constraint. Without an at- 
tempt to compliment, but asa statement 
of fact we feel trat this school is a great 
blessing to this state, and its management 
in every particular. satisfactory. 

“The annual enroliment of the college 
is from 3w to 8% students and Wouid 
be jUwv ‘or,-moure if there Was necessary 
room. The history of the eleven years ol 
this college saows that more than 1,800 
individuals, girls and young women, from 
every. section of,the state, have attended 
this institution, most.of them poor girls, 
whe wouid have grown to womanhood 
with untrained mental capacities .and 
powers if Geuvrgia had not established this 
institution where they could secure edu- 
cational advantages at.a nominal ex- 


ense, 

“Statistics show that more than .900 
young Georgia women have made a liveli- 
hood for themselves and dependent rela- 
tives by practicing the professions, of
